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A’ the time for filing income tax re- 
turns approaches, my clients in the 
dental and medical professions will again 
be calling me for answers to their income 
tax problems as they relate to Accident 
and Health Insurance. Perhaps the fol- 
lowing outline might be helpful to the 
profession as a whole inasmuch as they 
cover the problems which commonly 
arise. Where there are definite rulings, 
these have been indicated. If a problem 
does not follow the question exactly, you 
can get the answer generally from the 
Internal Revenue Office nearest you. 
Q.—Are Accident and Health premiums 
allowable itemized medical expenses? 
A.—The general rule is that taxpayers 
who itemize their deductions for medi- 
cal and dental expenses may include 
premiums paid for Accident and 
Health Insurance which provides In- 
demnification for the cost of medical 
care and specific injury, but they may 
not deduct as medical expense, the 
premiums on Accident and Sickness 
Insurance which indemnifies them 
solely for loss of earnings. (Rev. Rul 
19, 1953-1 CP 59) 
Q.—How is the premium referred to 
above, deductible? 
A.—When that premium covering hos- 
pital, surgical and medical expenses for 
the taxpayer and his family, plus all 
other medical expenses for which he is 
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not reimbursed exceeds 3% of the tax- 
payer’s adjusted gross income, then the 
amount by which these expenses ex- 
ceed 3% shall be deductible. 
Bills paid for medicine and drugs are 
allowable as a deduction only to the ex- 
tent that their total exceeds 1% of the 
adjusted gross income. 
The maximum deduction for medical 
expense is $2,500 for each exemption. 
Where the taxpayer and his wife are 
over age 65 the maximum deduction 
may be greater. 
Example:—adjusted gross income 
of dentist—$10,000; dental and 
medical bills for self and family— 
$600; amount compensated from 
hospital policy—$150; net medical 
expense—$450; 3% of adjusted 
gross income equals $300; net medi- 
cal expense exceeds this by $150, 
therefore, $150 is tax deductible. 
Medicines, etc. = $50 which is less 
than 1% of adjusted gross income, 
therefore not deductible. 

Q.—Is income received under Accident 
and Health policy includible in Gross 
Income? 

A.—Sec. 22 

(b) Excluded from gross income * 
* * * * * * The following items 
shall not be included for gross in- 
come and shall be exempt from tax- 
ation under this chapter * * * * * * 
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* * * *. Compensation for injuries 
or sickness * * * * * * *, Amounts 
received through Accident and 
Health Insurance * * * * * * for 
personal injuries or sickness plus the 
amount of any damages received 
whether by suit or agreement on ac- 
count of such injuries or sickness * 
eet 
Any amounts received by the taxpayer 
pursuant to the insurance contract are 
excludible from gross income under 
the provisions of Sec. 22 (b) (5) of 
the Code. Of course the premium paid 
for the above type of policy is not de- 
ductible as explained in Question 1. 
Further, it should not be confused 
with the next question. 
Q.—Is there any situation under which 
the premium for monthly income Ac- 
cident and Sickness coverage may be 
deducted? | 
A.—Yes, under Rev. Rul 55-264; IRB 
1955-19, p- 8. 
This ruling concerned a special policy 
called Professional Overhead Expense 
Disability Policy. The terms of this 


policy provided that the taxpayer 
would be reimbursed for certain busi- 
ness overhead expenses incurred by 
him during prolonged periods of dis- 
ability. The premium for this type of 
policy is deductible as a business ex- 
pense. Any income received under it 
is includible as gross income. 


Q.—Can the dentist give his employee 


or employees an Accident and Health 
policy and deduct the premium as a 
business expense without having it 
taxable to the employee? 


A.—Yes. Your employee does not have to 


include any premium you pay for his 
Accident and Health policy as addi- 
tional income to himself and of course, 


_ you may deduct it as a business ex- 


pense. 

Any benefit your employee receives 
under this policy which exceeds $100 
a week is taxable income to him and 
any income received during the first 
7 days is also taxable, unless he spends 
at least one of those 7 days in the hos- 
pital.
